Kad no group of beef cattle breeders 
ever went into an International show with 
4 more determined purpose to fulfill the 
commands of Capt. Dan Casement than did 
the contenders in 1933. Better Shorthorns 
were never shown, that is if we were to 
have the privilege of making comparisons 
with other years. Certainly better Herefords 
have never trod the International tanbark. 
Ambitious as these good people have been 
it was not for them to actually “Beat Those 
Blacks” even though they have in a large 
measure copied closely the Aberdeen-Angus 
type and conformation. It seems that there 
is something else to it—a 
strange something that ap- 
peals to the human eye and 
the human touch as only a 
richly bred highly finished ar- 
istocrat of the Doddie tribe 

Naturally Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders are interested in the 
blood lines that furnish the 
background for their cham- 
pions. Desiring to satisfy 
that desire Mr. Pew was ask- 
ed to supply a breeding chart 
for Briarcliff Model, giving in 
detail the extended breeding 
which he has kindly consented 
to do, and which is herewith 
presented for the perusal of 
pedigree fans and those inter- 
ested in the whys and where- 
fores. 

To those who lay stress on 
tribal names let it be known 
that Briarcliff Model is a Bal- 
lindalloch Blaekbird, descend- 
ing from Blackeyes of Ballin- 
dalloch, through some of the 
best herds that ever existed in 
America. Succeeding genera- 
tions of females were always 


mated with outstanding bulls—perhaps the 
great array of bulls back of this grand 
champion had something to do with his su- 
perior fleshing qualities. His own grand- 
sire being one of the truly great breeding 
sons of the International grand champion 
Blackcap Revolution, and a bull filled with 
quality and substance. 

These facts are gleaned from the records 
at the International Live Stock Exposition 
of 1933: Briarcliff Model was a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus steer, bred, fed and exhib- 
ited by Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, Dutch- 
ess county, New York. He was calved May 
12, 1932 and his official show weight was

1217 pounds while the official dressing 
sheet showed the percentage to be 65.8— 
critics please note these last two statements. 
Briarcliff Model was purchased by Harold 
N. Cudney of Cudney & Co., for the Palmer 
House, Chicago, at $1.30 per pound live 
weight. He was slaughtered by Swift & 
Company and pronounced by experts in the 
beef department of this company as probab- 
ly the most outstanding and nearest to a 
perfect carcass ever handled by this com- 
pany. The carcass was evenly covered with 
a beautiful layer of white fat and possessed 
a thickness of flesh seldom seen in a beef 
carcass. We asked Mr. Pew to give a 
sketch covering the history of 
this most wonderful bullock. 
At first he declined, stating 
that what he might have to 
say would be only “idle chat- 
ter” and perhaps not of inter- 
est to breeders and feeders 
generally. Insistent  prevail- 
ing caused the big hearted Bill 
to relent and recite, and here 
is the story as he gives it. The 
Journal will leave judgment 
to its readers as to whether 
or not he has revealed worth- 
while information. Mr. Pew 
says: 

“To Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers his pedigree is of inter- 
est. Briarcliff Prudent, the 
sire, is a son of Revelerica 
(bred by the Hon. J. D. Mc- 
Gregor, through the herd of 
L. H. Shepley) an old war 
horse in the Briarcliff herd, in 
fact the first sire used in the 
foundation pure bred herd, he 
by Blackcap Revolution by 
Karl Marshall. Pyrola of

tended the hand of fellowship across the 
broad prairies and the rich valleys to the 
east pointing toward Chicago where the 
Burlington’s luxuriantly appointed Aristo- 
rat which had been converted into another 
Tom Cross special lic waiting for the sig- 
nal to start West. And such a train—load- 
ed with breeders, feeders, commission men, 
buyers, and packer representatives In force 
who climbed aboard at convenient loading 
places along the way—cow chatter, well yes, 
and then some. The Burlington’s servings 
of choice cuts of prime show beef made the 
lads forget the pork and poultry at home. 
This is the annual pilgrimage of cattlemen 
who sojourn at this particular time to the 
mile high city of Denver in the foot hills of 
the glorious snow-capped, sun-kissed Rock- 
ies to select cattle to be fed in their corn 

ed lots. 
~~ sir, it was the old West that greet- 
ed visitors in 1934, or at least the tender- 
foot might easily have been so impressed as 
the klink of spurs greeted his ears upon 
approaching the show grounds—but it was 
only the jingle of the modern waddies, af- 
filiated with the world’s greatest rodeo ex- 


hibition, which was to attract great crowds 


to its daily performances, as they shuffled 
along the streets of the show grounds. 

{-H Club Champ—An Aberdeen- Angus. 

Everything was astir on the hill and 
down in the yards too at break of day Mon- 
day, January 16th, for the judges were com- 
ing at eight o’clock to find new champions. 
Frank J. Smith had been assigned the task 
of selecting from among the Herefords that 
helped make up the hundred or more Club 
calves a breed champion that would “Beat 
Those Blacks”—but he failed to make good. 
Likewise Prof. Blizzard had been assigned 
the Shorthorns and he did his best but there 
was no use. Seemingly it was destined that 
Colorado should supply the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed champion that Wayland Hopley was 
to select as his candidate for supreme hon- 
ors. Anyway when the three judges acting 
as a committee got together it was not long 
until “Doe” the sleek coated black baby 
shown by Robert Hamil, Jr., of Sterling, 
claimed the big purple ribbon. Secretary 
Tomhave pronounced Robert’s calf to be 
made up of championship material good 
enough to make trouble in any of the lead- 
ing shows the past season. A succeeding 
issue will contain a likeness of this beauti- 
fully made calf and a story of his breeding. 
This calf was a pure bred produced on the 
Dr. W. B. Lutes ranch at Merino, so it is 
easy to guess where the title came from. 
He was deep and smooth, well quartered, 
good on top, wide and well covered with the 
ight kind of meat. A most pleasing cham- 
pion and a great favorite at the ringside 
even though he wore a black coat. 
Aberdeen- Angus Grand Champion Carcass. 
t Elliott Brown of Iowa made an excellent 
ms for the grand championship over all 
reeds in the open steer classes and it was 


only by the turn of the hand that Van Nat- 
ta’s whitefaced steer “Lawrence” slipped in- 
to first position. This is the time they did 
“Beat Those Blacks” but the margin was so 
narrow that there was nothing much to 
brag about. The Doddies still remained in 
the championship running by capturing the 
reserve grand championship honors. Brown’s 
calf “Mac” was full of meat from hock to 
neck, clean cut, typey, and well balanced 
and splendidly fitted and for all the ring- 
side cared might have worn the grand 
championship crown with good grace. Per- 
haps the ringside was not so far wrong in 
its judgment of the good steer “Mac”. El- 
liott Brown entered two steers in the car- 
cass contest and won the yearling and the 
calf class, also grand champion carcass on 
the steer “Mac” which had stood reserve 
champion on foot. This calf “Mac” was bred 
by J. F. McKenny, of King City, Missouri, 
who has a faculty of breeding high record 
steers at the big shows, having produced the 
grand champion over all breeds at Denver 
in 1931. 

Aberdeen-Angus Grand Champion Carlot. 

A try was being made down in the yards 
where the carlots were quartered. Capt. 
Dan, busy as he always is, was the runner- 
up with his beautifully made Whitefaces 
while the Tarkio fed bullocks owned and for 
the most part bred by A. H. Schmidt, of 
Kansas City, and in part descendants from 
the Diamond K herd recently acquired by 
Joe Miller & Sons of Denver, just could not 
be defeated. 

The Breeding Classes. 

The breeding cattle show was one of the 
attractions on the grounds. Visitors liked 
the kind of cattle they found in the Aber- 
deen-Angus section. As usual Elliott Brown 
of lowa and Jimmy Hollinger of Kansas 
crossed bats with their herds that usually 
make extensive tours of the country. Bob 
Lucore & Sons were on hand with a nice 
string of cattle that well preserved the dig- 
nity of Colorado. Pickett & Scrivner, a new 
firm showing from Indianola, Nebraska, 
were represented in a goodly number of the 
classes. 

Wayland Hopley, of Iowa, was the judge. 
The 1932 International grand champion bull 
Envious Marshall 3d won the aged bull 
class for Brown and later captured the 
grand championship for bulls, defeating 
Hollinger’s junior champion bull Revemere 
of Wheatland 9th in the last tilt. The old 
bull is going strong and looking better as 
the days go by. Hollinger’s wonderfully 
made two year old Chimera of Wheatland 
2d was made the senior and grand cham- 
pion and Brown’s junior yearling Kone of 
Rose Hill became the junior champion. Hol- 
linger captured the Get of Sire prize with 
a group sired by Revolution 41st. The Dod- 
dies were well presented and highly appre- 
ciated and if reports run true enjoyed a 
much better demand than in many years— 
quite a few sales resultiag from this years 
showing. Brown sold the coming yearling 
bull, Envious Marshall 4th, a son of the 
grand champion bull of this show, out of a 
good Elba Erica cow to head the Roy Welty 
herd at Berthoud, Colorado. He had been 
winner of his class at Denver. Brown also 
sold Revolution B. 3d a son of Revolution 
84th the 1929 American Royal champion 
bull, to A. H. Butler, of Bliss, Idaho. 


Commenting on the 1934 National West- 
ern Stock Show the Record Stockman says: 
“When the last brone was ridden, when the 
last steer was thrown, when the last blooded 
horse was awarded the last blue ribbon, 
when the last straggler had cleared from the 
big stadium Saturday night out at the Na- 
tional Stock Show the curtain came down on 
one of the most successful shows ever stag- 
ed.”

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(olassification Changes 


[Editor’s Note:—More than ever do we 
believe that the new Board of Directors 
and Officers of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association are the right 
men for the job. ‘There are many reasons 
for such conclusion—the most outstanding 
today perhaps is to be found in their desire 
to serve the breeders as indicated by the 
following communication from the chair- 
man of the Classification Committee whose 
duty will be to submit proposals for chang- 
es, etc., to the Board for its ratification, 
amendment or discussion. Heretofore 
changes have been made from time to time 
without considering the desires of those in- 
terested in making the shows—often these 
changes seriously interrupted the plans of 
showmen who were breeding their cows to 
drop calves to meet certain age classifica- 
tions and the change might easily eliminate 
very outstanding animals from competition 
in classes for which they had been especial- 
ly grown and prepared. Now here is your 
opportunity to make suggestions and to 
openly discuss improvement and changes. 
This forum is open to those interested in 
showing Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the fu- 
ture, regardless of location or extent of 
show herd. 

In other words every breeder interested 
in fitting cattle for show purposes is cor- 
dially invited to participate in this discus- 
sion as to classifications for future shows. 
The Journal heartily approves the first re- 
solution entitled “Changes in Classifica- 
tions” and believes no changes should be 
made without due notice to exhibitors. With 
the second paragraph we are not agreed. 
In our opinion the age limit should be lift- 
ed. This opinion is based upon this fact: 
Because of age no individual animal should 
be eliminated from competition. We believe 
however that these aged animals should be 
known breeders. Where is there another 
breed that can make a better showing in 
aged cattle that are actually producing? 
How long will we have a breed of cattle 
with stamina sufficient to withstand the 
rigors of severe winters and the short grass 
country if we cater exclusively to quick ma- 
turity and forget to follow up a proper de- 
velopment of our breeding cattle? For the 
proper development of our breed it is essen- 
tial that we establish breed type and char- 
acter at maturity—and by maturity we 
mean the full age of productivity. 

The old bugaboo of showing barren cows 
can easily be eliminated by demanding that 
specimens be producers. Why permit the 
fear of violation in this instance to destroy 
an actual accomplishment that means much 
to our breed? Every showman knows these 
mature cows can’t win unless they are en- 
titled to win and the same is true with 
bulls. Are we right or are we wrong? Here 
is the Committee’s request for your ideas 
and suggestions to be used in arriving at 
its conclusions. ] 


Editor, Aberdeen-Angus Journal, 
Webster City, Iowa. 
Dear Sir: At the last meeting of the 


Board of Directors of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, a standing com- 
mittee was appointed to go fully into the 
matter of the Aberdeen-Angus show classi- 
fications and to make recommendations to 
the Board of any changes that may seem 


necessary or desirable. The committee felt 
that changes should be made at the request 
of the majority of the exhibitors and with 
this in mind, sent out a letter to all exhibi- 
ters asking for an expression of opinion. 
A great many replies have been received 
showing a wide divergence of opinion. The 
committee feel that a full discussion of 
seme of the more important points, brought 
out by the exhibitors, would be of great 
value to them in making their recommenda- 
tions and we are therefore asking you to 
throw your columns open to such a dis- 
cussion. As we see it, the main causes of 
complaint are as follows: 
Changes in Classifications. 

The Board of Directors adopted a resolu- 
tion in December 1933 to the effect that no 
change in the classification should become 
effective for one year after such change 
was adopted by the Board. 

Aged Bulls. 
The Board of Directors passed a resolution 
in December 1933 to the effect that no bull 
should again be shown after he had been 
shown in the three year old class of one 
show season. Any bull who has never been 
shown as a three year old is eligible to 
show, in one show season at any age. 
Senior Yearling Class. 

From replies received to our letters, there 
seems a great deal of complaint about this 
class as it is at present. The consensus of 
opinion seems to be that all summer year- 
lings of one year should be shown as senior 
yearlings the following year and not split 
up so that some have to show as two year 
olds. It had been suggested that all senior 
calves and all summer yearlings show the 
following year as senior yearlings and the 
junior yearlings show as two year olds. 

Group of Five Bulls. 

A number of our exhibitors request that 
this class be eliminated and replaced by 
either produce of dam or pair of females 
bred and owned. The reasons advanced for 
the elimination of this class are as follows 
(a) There are too few entries to make this 
class attractive. (b) The smaller exhibitors 
are unable to carry five bulls. (c) Only the 
very large breeders can have five good bulls 
to exhibit in this class and most entries 
contain one or more inferior bulls which de- 
tracts from the value of this class. 

Pair of Females. 

A considerable number of our replies re- 
quest a class for a pair of females. Many 
want this class substituted for the five bull 
group. They feel that a pair of females 
bred and owned by exhibitors would give 
everyone a change to show and would be a 
very attractive class. 

Produce of Dam. 

There have been several requests for this 
class. 

By throwing this whole matter open to 
discussion in the columns of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal, the Committee hopes for a 
full discussion and expression of opinion on 
which it can base its recommendations to 
the Board of Directors.

“Times may not be too good for feeders, 
but there was no reflection of this at Nor- 
wich on Thursday when the first of the sea- 
con’s fat stock shows was held. It was a 
credit to the district that the cattle show 
should have jumped from 99 head last year 
to a total of 122. As for quality, this was 

uite on a level with former exhibits, while 
bs 4 section Red Polls excelled themselves. 
The Blacks were again on top all the way 
through, headed by a name. that is associat- 
ed with so many championships at this 
show—Mr. J. J. Cridlan. Crossbreds turned 
out some good butcher’s beasts, but Short- 
horns were a great disappointment, the 
breed failing to turn out anything that was 
in the running for the supreme prizes; in- 
deed, the breed championship and the re- 
serve went to animals that could not get a 
place in their classes. 

“The closeness of the cattle classes can 
be judged by the fact that the umpire was 
called in three times during the morning. 
Working up through the many champion- 
ships, the supreme award was practically 
settled in the competition for the Maise- 
more cup for the best Aberdeen-Angus or 
Aberdeen-Angus cross. It was generally ex- 
pected that the battle would lie between two

Maisemore and Lady Robinson’s Bullace of 
Kirklington, and the lineup did not disap- 
point the ringside. After a good deal of 
consideration the judges gave the award to 
Mr. Cridlan’s representative. This left the 
way easy for the heifer championship and 
later, for the supreme championship, for 
their was really nothing to disturb their 
progress. 

“Mr. Cridlan’s champion led the senior 
pure bred class, turning the scale at 12 ewt. 
2qr. 7 lb. at two years, ten months, three 
weeks and one day. A real champion, she 
is difficult to fault, being all over a first 
rate butchers’ beast. At Birmingham last 
year she was reserve champion, and at 
Smithfield she was second, while her sum- 
mer successes included a win at the Royal 
counties show. Her rival, Bullace, was at 
the top of the younger class and she turned 
out better for weight, going to 11.1.13 at 
one year 10 months. This heifer also did 
well in the summer, securing the champion- 
ship at Northants and a first at Lincoln- 
shire. She was full of bloom and it was 
only behind the shoulder that she had to 
give way to the champion. The champion- 
ship lineup left two steers in third and 
fourth positions, and strangely enough this 
had followed another duel between Mr. Crid- 
lan and Lady Robinson. It was fittinz that 
we should find Mr. Cridlan’s animal at this 
stage in charge of his grandson, J. H. Crid- 
lan, thus carrying on the family tradition. 

‘The champion steer was the pure bred 
Priderie 4th of Maisemore, who won the 
baby beef cup at Smithfield, a well-fleshed, 


weighty animal, very good in the shoulders, 


and one that should do well. Lady Robin- 
son’s reserve champion steer was the Black 
crossbred Bill, who was bought by his pres- 
ent owner after he had failed to get a place 
iu London last year. He has come on well 
and tips the beam at 14.2.5, at an age of 
2.9.2.6. He handles well, has a good top, 
we ribs, and is a good body of 
eef.”

Thanks to the 
expedition with which the judges made up 
their minds, it was announced early on 
Saturday afternoon that the veteran expert 
in the raising of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, Mr. 
J. J. Cridlan, of Maisemore Park, Glouces- 
ter, had as at Norwich last week, achieved 
a triumphant success, even though he did 
not bring the Norwich champion heifer, 
Blackeyes 10th of Maisemore, to Birming- 
ham. In short Mr. Cridlan, not merely wins 
all the five Challenge cups without excep- 
tion, but also owns the reserve champion. 
As exhibitor and breeder of the best animal 
in the cattle classes, the cross-bred heifer, 
Buttercup 5th of Maisemore, he takes the 
Elkington Challenge Cup and the Thorley, 
Webb and Birmingham Post cups, the latest 
named being for the best animal under two 
years old; whilst his reserve supreme cham- 
pion, the Aberdeen-Angus steer, Prideric 
4th of Maisemore, has gained the Basildon 
cup for the best Aberdeen-Angus and con- 
sequently the breed championship and the 
English Aberdeen-Angus Association’s med- 
al. Mr. Cridlan has probably an unequalled 
collection of championship trophies, but nev- 
er before has he swept the board in Birm- 
ingham as on this occasion when he ex- 
hibits not only the best but also the runner- 
up. But he won all the cups at the Birm- 
ingham show in 1929, and again in 1931. 

“Mr. Cridlan’s supreme champion, Butter- 
cup 5th of Maisemore, is an Angus-Short- 
horn heifer which will be two years old a 
few days before Christmas. She is very 
smooth and level, short in leg, and firm to 
the touch—an excellent butcher’s beast 
and a worthy champion. Her weight is 
11 ewt. 3 qr. 6 lb. The reserve supreme 
champion and Aberdeen-Angus breed cham- 
pion, Prideric 4th of Maisemore, is a steer 
within a week of two years old and scales 
12 ewt. 3 qr. 17 Ibs. He won the baby beef 
cup at Smithfield and is a well-fleshed steer 
geod in the shoulders but not perfect in 
handling. He was champion steer at Nor- 
wich last week.” ;

The Detroit Junior Champion. 

Michigan has its own International Live 
Stock Show at Detroit sponsored by vari- 
ous commission companies of the Detroit 
Live Stock Exchange and the Michigan 
Stock Yards Company. This year’s show 
which was held December 13-15, was the 
fourth show to be sponsored by this group. 
Members from nineteen counties exhibited 
at this show. 

Sixty-nine beef calves were brought in, 
but by elimination nineteen were not shown.

Participation Checks. 

A communication from Secretary H. A. 
Powell, of the St. Loais Live Stock Ex- 
change, under date of December 28th, 1933, 
says: “We have just sent out participation 
checks to 344 boys and girls who took part 
in our 1933 Calf Club Show. These checks 
represent a percentage of the price paid 
for the Grand Champion and the Reserve 
Grand Champion which was set aside for 
proportionate distribution among the other 
boys and girls in the Show including the 


non-prize winners. The fifty-eight other 
prize winners received $2.15 each, while 
286 non-prize winners got $1.28 each. A 
total of $491.00 was set aside for this dis- 
tribution. This is the fourth year that the 
Live Stock Exchange has maintained its 
‘Equalization Feature’ and in that period 
we have distributed a total of $5,789.68 
among the 1133 boys and girls, an average 
of a little over $5.00 each.”

Then if these figures bear out the wisdom 
of the judge, he can breathe a deep sigh 
ot relief figuratively pat himself on the 
back, and start sleeping nights once again 
without the aid of counting sheep. 

The judges who selected A. H. Schmidt’s 
tidy Aberdeen-Angus yearlings as monarchs 
of the car lot show at the International 
early this month, however, have not had to 
do much worrying. Mr. Schmidt’s cattle 
have so consistently borne out the judgment 
of the officials that it is a safe bet to say 
that they will be the same true champions 
on the hooks in the packer cooler as they 
were while contentedly munching hay in 
the pens at the live stock exposition. 

Pfaelzer Brothers, successful wholesale 
meat distributors of Chicago, who bought 
the cattle, have reported the dressing per- 
centage of Mr. Schmidt’s steers as 64.90. 
While Mr. Schmidt has produced grand 
champions, which have figured higher in 
dressing than the Chicago winners, it 1s 
seldom if ever that a string of cattle as 
light in weight as they were, realized such 
an enviable dressing. ; 

Monroe Pfaelzer, of the firm which 
bought Mr. Schmidt’s champions, was’ so 
highly pleased over the result of his pur- 
chase that he wrote a congratulatory letter 
to the Clay county, Mo., feeder, telling him 
of the splendid appearance of the Tarkio-

When barley was used in the ration, 20% 
by weight of the corn was replaced by it, 
still making 60% corn and barley. The 
grain portion of the ration would figure 
when on full feed from 2 pounds to 2':

As is the case with all steers fed at Briar- 
cliff, Model was weaned along with some 
three hundred calves around the 25th of 
October 1932, then just passed six months 
of age, having previously had access at all 
times to a feeder in a creep in the pasture 
containing whole oats.
